3 Moreouer, whereas in the holy Councel of 
Trext,certaine fimoniacall tricks & deuiſes, cald 
Regreſſus,and expectative are flatly forbidden :the 
Pape to delude the Councels decree, grants Co- 
edintorſhips,withafſurance of future ſucceſſion af- 
er his death,to whom he is made a Coadeator,but 
makes them pay one yeeres profit for the expedi- 
ting & diſpatch of their Bulls, Now theſe Coad- 
ixtorſhips are the very (ame, and tend to the very 
ſame end, cuen to bring in by hooke and crooke, 
huge ſummes of mony,for by theſe penſions and 
buying out of penſions, this Pope hath ſcraped 
vp twenty hundred thouſand Scutes,al which he 
hath beſtowed in buying LanJ1s for his Nephew.
